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The  coin  market  continues  at  a  pace  not  seen  since  the  late  1980’s. 

It  seems  that  all  dealers  are  expenencing  difficulty  in  purchasing 
nice  coins,  whether  they  are  circulated  or  certified.  Many  old  time 
collectors  have  seen  this  cycle  before,  and  the  question  is 
whether  the  price  of  rare  coins  is  going  to  continue  to  climb,  or 
fall  back  to  lower  levels. 

A  few  coins  come  to  mind  to  illustrate  the  state  of  the  coin  market. 

A  1932-D  Washington  quarter,  graded  MS-63  by  PCGS  is  one.  It 
sold  one  or  two  years  ago  in  the  $600-$700  range.  The  same  coin 
would  cost  approximately  $2,000  today.  Is  this  a  function  of  the 
quarter  becoming  more  rare  in  a  year?  It  seems  that  this  may  be  a 
classic  example  of  supply  and  demand  at  work,  and  new  collectors 
might  just  have  to  put  out  several  more  dollars  to  get  a  hold  of  a 
‘32-D  quarter  in  this  grade,  or  hold  off  until  the  demand  for 
Washington  quarters  subsides  (if  and  when  that  happens  is  anybody’s 
guess,  but  there  does  seem  to  be  more  downside  risk  in  a  coin  such  as 
this  one,  than  upside  potential,  so  it  might  just  be  worth  the  wait  until 
it  becomes  affordable  again). 

In  any  case,  while  the  time  to  buy  or  sell  may  not  be  clear,  one  thing 
that  always  remains  clear  is  to  continue  to  enjoy  ourselves  when  it 
comes  to  collecting  and  appreciating  rare  and  unusual  coins. 

This  edition  of  the  Journal  is  chock  full  of  interesting  information, 
with  a  significant  GSNA  development  being  the  unveiling  of  an 
Internet  website,  which  we  strongly  encourage  you  to  visit.  The 
web  address  is  www.gsna.org  This  excellent  website  was  assembled 
by  Carl  Clegg,  the  GSNA’s  new  treasurer.

Twenty-three  years  ago,  Dave  Wilson  had  a  job.  It  was  a  9  to  5  job  with  insurance  and 
pension  benefits,  working  as  a  senior  program  analyst  in  the  computer  field.  At  the  same  time, 

Dave  had  a  part-time  job  as  a  coin  dealer,  setting  up  at  coin  club  meetings  in  the  evenings  and  doing 
an  occasional  coin  club  show  on  a  Sunday.  Not  really  unhappy  with  his  full-time  job,  he  preferred 
learning  and  dealing  with  coins  a  whole  lot  more.  Now  this  is  where  we  set  the  stage  -  -  Supporting 
Nedra,  his  wife.  Daw  n  and  Eric,  his  children  and  two  cats,  Dave  had  a  decision  to  make.  Lose  all 
the  benefits  with  his  full-time  job  and  go  into  an  enjoyable  occupation  or  remain  status-quo  and  not 
fully  enjoy  the  work  he  was  doing.

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Making  the  Grade 

"Sight-seen"  Versus  "Sight-unseen"  Buying  and  Selling 

by  Ed  Lee 


The  grading  revolution,  in  which  more  than  1 ,700  dealers  sell  coins  that  are  lab  graded  by  NGC  or  PCGS,  is  now  ten  years  old.  To  date,  these  two 
services  have  graded  more  than  $8  billion  in  rare  coins.  With  many  coins  at  historically  low  prices,  that's  a  lot  of  coins. 

NGC  and  PCGS  guarantee  in  writing  the  grade  and  authenticity  of  every  coin  they  inspect,  except  for  copper  coins,  and  have  introduced  widely 
accepted  industry  standards.  The  grading  services  have  also  increased  overall  liquidity  and  protection  by  encapsulating  each  coin  with  its  grading 
certificate  in  a  tamper-resistant  hard  plastic  case.  These  encapsulated  coins  are  so  secure  that  even  Wall  Street  now  sells  them  to  its  investment 

clients. 

So  what’s  wrong  with  this  picture?  Only  that  the  grading  experts  employed  by  NGC  and  PCGS  are  human,  and  nothing  done  by  man  or  machine  is 

perfect. 

I  point  out  this  lack  of  perfection  because  some  buyers  believe  that  a  lab  certified  MS-65  US  S20  gold  piece  is  identical  to  any  other  lab  certified  MS- 
65  US  $20  gold  piece.  That's  not  true  To  understand  the  grading  process,  you  must  know  how  dealers  buy  coins  for  their  customers.  There  are  two 

basic  ways:  "Sight-seen"  or  “sight-unseen." 

"Sight-Unseen  Buying" 

The  many  dealers  who  buy  in  this  fashion  post  bids  on  a  national  computer  buy/sell  network.  They  ofTer  to  buy  a  certain  number  of  a  particular  coin 
in  a  specific  grade.  Other  dealers  who  want  to  sell  their  coins  "hit  their  bids”  to  make  the  sale.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  this,  and  it  shows  how 

liquid  the  rare  coin  market  has  become  thanks  to  NGC  and  PCGS. 

However,  the  dealer  who  blind  bids  must  accept  the  coins  that  he  buys  even  if  they  have  spots,  are  dark,  or  are  otherwise  unattractive  Now  he  has  to 
find  a  buyer  for  the  unattractive  coins.  So  how  can  non-experts  know  whether  they  are  buying  the  cream  or  the  skim  milk? 

"Sight-Seen  Buying" 

In  a  sight-seen  bid,  a  dealer  posts  a  bid  as  in  sight-unseen  buying,  with  one  major  difference  the  dealer  offers  to  pay  a  premium  to  see  the  coin  first. 

Once  he  sees  the  coin,  the  dealer  decides  if  it  has  the  appropriate  look  or  appeal  for  his  customer.  Factors  such  as  luster,  toning,  and  location  of 
marks  may  play  a  role  in  the  desirability  of  the  coin.  A  dealer  may  want  his  customers  to  have  coins  with  excellent  visual  appeal  for  the  grade  and 
type  of  coin  they  are  purchasing.  The  trend  is  now  towards  "sight-seen"  buying. 

Tech  Talk 

Let's  get  technical  for  a  bit.  All  US  coins  are  graded  according  to  a  numerical  grading  system  which  was  originally  developed  by  William  H. 
Sheldon  for  grading  our  large  cents  (circa  1 793-1 857).  The  worst  quality  coin  is  grade  I ;  a  perfect  coin  is  gTade  70.  All  uncirculated  coins  are  in  the 
range  MS60-MS70  with  "MS"  meaning  mint  state  or  never  having  been  spent.  All  proof  coins  fall  into  the  range  of  Proof  60-Proof  70.  "Proof’ 
refers  to  a  special  high  quality  coin  produced  for  collectors;  it  is  not  a  grade  All  coins  not  graded  MS67  or  Proof  67  and  higher  have  visible 
imperfections.  The  lower  the  grade,  the  greater  the  number  of  imperfections.  Most  uncirculated  coins  have  bag  marks  because  they  were  delivered 

and  stored  in  canvas  bags 

Since  all  uncirculated  and  proof  coins  fall  into  the  grading  range  of  60-70,  there  are  only  eleven  numbers  to  accommodate  grading 
Therefore,  coins  that  barely  grade  MS-65  can  be  almost  indistinguishable  from  a  really  nice  MS-64  But  other  MS-65  specimens  are  solid  MS-65s. 
They  would  be  MS-65. 5s,  except  that  decimal  gradings  don’t  exist.  A  premium  quality  coin  may  be  a  "MS-65. 8"  or  "MS-65.9"  and  be  almost 
impossible  to  differentiate  from  an  average  MS-66  coin.  There  is  a  large  price  difference  between  grades,  so  your  expert  better  know  what  he  is 

doing  when  he  selects  coins  for  you. 

Quality  over  Quantity 

Higher  quality  costs  more,  but  it’s  your  best  bet.  Today,  a  better  coin  commands  a  relatively  small  premium.  In  a  hot  market  the  premium  for  high 
quality  coins  grows,  but  the  most  important  reason  for  spending  more  for  premium  quality,  hand  selected  specimens  is  that  when  you  want  to  sell, 
there  will  be  no  question  about  quality.  This  is  frue  whether  you  are  selling  to  a  dealer  or  placing  rarities  in  an  auction  in  the  hopes  that  competitive 

bidding  will  drive  the  price  higher. 

If  you  want  absolute  proof  that  high  quality  is  the  way  to  go  when  buying  rare  coins,  look  at  how  prices  rise  along  with  grade.  When  buying  at  the 
bottom  of  the  cycle,  as  prices  are  staring  to  rise-which  is  where  we  currently  are-high  quality  coins  have  far  more  upside  potential. 

In  parting,  allow  me  to  share  some  timeless  wisdom  with  you.  Always  buy  the  best  that  you  can  afford.  You  are  better  off  with  fewer  but  higher 
quality  coins.  Since  I  first  started  collecting  coins  in  1958, 1  have  learned  one  lesson  over  and  over  again: 

Quality  doesn’t  cost,  it  pays.

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MY  CONTRIBUTION  FOR  NATIONAL  COIN  WEEK  2002

Having  moved  to  a  new  town  last  August,  I  thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to 
give  a  talk  at  my  new  town's  Adult  School  during  National  Coin  Week.  Last

be  a  two  hour  presentation  entitled  "Coin  Collecting  Workshop."  The  program 
ran  Thursday,  April  25,  2002  from  7PM-9PM.  It  was  attended  by  eight  people. 
All  of  the  attendees  were  beginning  collectors  which  virtually  no  numismatic 
experience.  Two  of  the  attendees  were  primarily  interested  in  getting  an 
on-the-spot  evaluation  of  their  coins. 


The  purpose  of  the  presentation  was  to  provide  the  attendees  with  a 
numismatic  primer.  The  very  first  thing  we  did  was  go  over  some  basic  terms 
such  as  "numismatic,"  "obverse,"  and  "reverse."  Afterward,  we  reviewed  a 
three  page  information  sheet  containing  coin  clubs,  local  coin  dealers, 
numismatic  books,  periodicals,  and  web  sites.  Several  examples  of  the 
periodicals  and  books  were  on  hand. 


After  reviewing  the  information  sheet,  we  discussed  the  theme  for  National 
Coin  Week;  "The  Changing  Faces  of  Time."  References  were  made  to  coinage 
throughout  history  such  as  Ancient  Greece,  Ancient  Rome,  the  Middle  Ages, 
all  the  way  to  the  United  States.  It  was  the  theme  of  our  One  Cent 
denomination  to  which  I  expounded.  Via  illustration  and  actual  examples,  I 
discussed  the  evolution  of  our  One  Cent  denomination  from  the  1793  Chain 
Cent  to  the  discontinuation  of  the  Large  Cent,  and  the  beginnings  of  the 
Small  Cent  to  our  present  day  One  Cent  coin.  One  person  was  amazed  that 
there  were  three  different  designs  for  the  same  year  (1793  Chain,  1793 
Wreath,  and  1793  Liberty  Cap) .  Another  person  was  amazed  that  the  coins 
were  almost  the  same  size  as  a  Half  Dollar,  an  observation  which  I  thought 
was  quite  acute. 


I  went  over  some  introductory  numismatic  principles  such  as  basic  grading, 
etiquette,  investing,  security,  buying/selling,  and  the  differences  between 
wholesale  and  retail.  Grading  and  the  subject  of  wholesale/retail  held 
everyone's  interest  for  about  15-20  minutes. 


The  other  topic  which  was  discussed  in  detail  was  coin  cleaning.  One  of  the 
people  had  cleaned  all  of  her  Barber  Quarters  (All  AG-G,  no  rare  dates)  with 
silver  cleaner  because  they  were  dirty.  She  asked  me  if  that  was  a  bad 
thing  to  do,  to  which  I  (naturally)  replied  "yes."  You  could  see  the  look 
of  disappointment  in  her  face.  This  moment  came  into  full  play  when  the 
etiquette  portion  of  our  discussion  occurred.  She  commended  me  on  how  I 
handled  such  a  delicate  situation,  to  which  I  was  grateful. 


After  the  planned  portion  of  our  discussion,  we  had  about  an  hour  for 
questions.  There  were  many  beginning  collectors,  so  the  time  should  have 
flown  by.  Well,  after  about  three  or  four  questions  that  was  it.  I  was  a 
bit  disappointed  and  surprised. 

After  giving  it  some  thought,  my  disappointment  disappeared.  Instead,  I 
look  at  the  evening  as  a  success.  Eight  people  went  home  with  more 
information  then  when  they  left.  Maybe  none  of  them  will  go  on  and  pursue 
the  hobby,  but  maybe  they  will  know  how  to  guide  a  friend  or  relative  if 
they  show  interest.  Maybe  they  will  never  look  at  an  obsolete  coin  the  same 
way.  In  this  hobby,  we  often  take  the  scholarship  for  granted.  Even  the 
casual  enthusiast  is  more  involved  then  they  think.  I  felt  it  important  to 
paint  a  realistic  picture  of  what  it  takes  to  become  an  experienced 
collector . 


I  encourage  others  to  reach  out  into  their  communities  and  do  similar 
programs.  Giving  your  time  is  a  great  and  selfless  way  of  sharing  the 
enjoyment  of  numismatics  with  others.  I  know  already  what  I  will  be  doing 
for  National  Coin  Week  2003  thanks  to  all  of  the  experiences  I  have  had  this

Northern  Valley  CC  members  have  always  had  a 
warm  way  of  doing  that.  A  writer  could  never  forget  a  rain-soaked  evening 
some  27-years-ago  when  a  youthful  collector  and  his  banged-up  sedan 
somehow  finally  arrived  at  a  NVCC  meeting  already  in  progress.

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Harold  Flartey,  a  longtime  Mine  Hill,  New  Jersey  coin  collector  and  numismatic  author, 
died  after  a  long  illness  at  the  age  of  88.  Ironically,  he  died  on  the  final  day  of  the  recent 
American  Numismatic  Association’s  Annual  Convention,  on  Sunday,  August  4'\ 

Many  GSNA  members  will  recall  Harold’s  column,  “ Coins  and  You",  which  ran  for 
fifteen  years  in  the  Morristown  Sunday  Record,  beginning  in  1973.  Harold  served  for 
many  years  on  the  boards  and  behind  the  scenes  for  many  local  coin  clubs  in  New  Jersey. 
He  wrote  many  coin  club  newsletters  and  articles,  and  frequently  gave  numismatic 
presentations.  He  was  past  president  of  the  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Society  and  the 
Wharton  Coin  Club.  Mr.  Flartey  also  whimsically  founded  the  Serendipity  Coin  Club, 
whose  only  requirement  for  lifetime  membership  was  that  the  collector  had  to  have 
“found”  a  coin  on  the  sidewalk  or  elsewhere.  Harold  was  especially  encouraging  to 
many  young  numismatists,  and  w  ent  out  of  his  way  to  help  them  leam  about  the  hobby. 

He  was  awarded  seven  Maurice  M.  Gould  Memorial  Awards  by  the  Numismatic  Literary 
Guild  for  his  coin  columns.  Some  of  his  other  awards  for  service  to  the  numismatic 
hobby  include  the  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Society’s  Charles  Nettleship  Award,  the 
Hackettstown  Coin  Club’s  Mary  and  Leon  Grant  Memorial  Award,  and  Honorary  Life 
Membership  in  the  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association. 

Harold  was  a  printer  by  trade,  retiring  in  1977  from  New  Jersey’s  Daily  Record.  In 
addition  to  writing  about  coins,  he  also  penned  a  weekly  jazz  column,  “ Music  Makers”, 
which  spanned  three  decades.  Mr.  Flartey  is  survived  by  Sylvia,  his  wife  of  67  years, 
sons  Roger  and  Raymond,  and  several  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren. 

Harold  will  be  fondly  remembered  by  those  in  the  hobby  who  knew  him  for  his  special 
brand  of  humor.  He  kept  collectors  laughing  for  many  years  with  the  sharp  wit  in  his 
words  of  numismatic  wisdom. 

Harold,  we  will  miss  you!
